3* Operations 


a. Apple Tree Team 

(l) The following VJ/T contacts were made with Apple during 
this report periods vV> 
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(2) Highlights of this month r s traffic are: 

(a) The resupply and body drop to Apple on 1 - 2 May was 
successful with the exception of slight injuries to infiltree 
Gabnegate who landed in a tree. 

(b) RNDomino has now recovered sufficiently to exfiltrate 
with Airtight. He has previously been reported incapacitated 
due to the infection of his hand which was broken last November. 

(c) A "friend" of Apple who is described a.s pretending to be 
a Communist is exfiltrating with Airtight. 

(d) Apple/3, the conducting party dropped to Apple on 1-2 May, 
began its trek to the border on 12 May and established w/t contact 
with base on 13 May. 

(3) The month's interchange of messages ha.s been exclusively concerned 
with the resupply mission and the exfiltration of Airtight and his party. We 
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regard the experience that Apple has gained in aerial delivery reception 
during the past year as a valuable operational asset. The team has proven 
its efficiency in selecting and preparing DZ's and we intend to take full 
advantage of it. 

b. Observant 

Gadunce is continuing his interrogation activities. 

c. .QblayaAe 

Gaccent continues to. report on activities at Lavrion. 

d. Plum and Orange Teams 

The leaders of Plum and Orange Teams arrived in Athens on the 
5th of May and subsequently began training in a safehouse outside Athens. 

4. Psychological Warfare Activities - HTGrubbv Operations 

a. The Bari monitoring station reports that HTGrubby' s reception 
has improved considerably during this period. This improvement is attributed 
to the use of the new, more powerful transmitters and seasonal climatic 
changes. 

b. The morale of the HTGrubby staff has reached such a low ebb 
that the future operation of HTGrubby with its present members is seriously 
jeopardized. We attribute this situation to the following factors: 

(1) The XM^aledict adverse reaction to the aide memoire and 

the belief that(_ "7ls partial to the HTMelon party as 

demonstrated by his alleged acceptance of KMWAAHOO's highest 
medal of honor and titles of nobility through PaSHLEY. 

(2) Our failure to adjust the salaries of the staff subsequent 
to the drachma devaluation, 

(3) The transfer of RNBrandy and Identity (l) to Syros, and 
the impending transfer of Identity ( 2 ) and Identity (3) by the 
Greeks on the charge that they are anti-Greek agitators. 

5. QMtt flP& iB 

a. Construction of OBAtlantis is progressing on schedule. The 
walls of the staff quarters have been erected and the roof is now being 
completed. The installation of plumbing and electrical systems is under way. 
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b. The month’s activities have included completion of the transfer 
of water to the island site and the delivery of two shipments of building 
materials purchased in Germany. ■ The first shipment arrived in Athens aboard 
a C-54 on 23 April and was transferred to a barge which arrived at Atlantis 
on April 26th. The second shipment arrived by C-47 on 26 April and reached 
Atlantis on the 29th. Two additional loads of locally procured materials 
were hauled by barge to the island, one arriving on 9 May, the other on 13 
May. These shipments, with the possible exception of a few small items, 
complete the delivery of all building materials to the site.
